“So I went to him (Hemus) one day and said, ‘you
know, you’re a bush-league manager when you pull stunts
like that, I can show you how to act like a big-league man-
ager if you want to be one. You know when your pitcher’s
ready to be taken out, don’t you? You've got to telephone to
call the bull-pen coach. Why do you need all those men
going out to talk to the pitcher? I am not going to allow
all those men to march in and out and then have you come
out there yourself.” ”
